The St. Cloud Jo u rn al-F re es comes 
to th e rescue w ith a suggestion in re ­ 
g ard to street paving, til. conditions 
being sim ila r In th e tw o cities in re­ 
g ard to financing th e stree t In tersec­ 
tions, an d th-; fellow ing “ easy so lu ­ 
tio n ’ is offered, w hich m ay be in t e r ­ 
esting reading for B rain erd ite s w ho 
are clam oring for the im p ro v e m en t: 
B rainerd, w hich h as been m uch 
m ore progressive th a n St. Cloud in 
m a k in g good streets, is co n fro n ted 
w ith the sam e problem as is th e G ra n ­ 
ite City, in ex ten d in g 
its 
paving. 
T h a t is the cost of th e s tre e t in te rs e c ­ 
tions, w hich is paid from th e g en e ra l 
fund. 
At a recent m eetin g of C om m ercial 
club of B rain erd , th e busin ess m en 
discussed th e question, but a rriv e d at 
no satisfacto ry conclusion. 
The solution Is n o t a difficult one. 
Let th e benefitted p ro p erty pay for 
th e paving of th e s tre e t in te rsec tio n s 
This would req u ire no g en e ral tax 
levy, and w hen th e m a jo rity of tin 
p ro p erty o w n ers of an y s tre e t w anted 
it paved, th ey could o rd e r th e w ork 
done. 
St. Cloud h as been raisin g $15,000 a 
y ea r to pave th e s tre e t intersections, 
an d th e re su lt is t h a t few stree ts have 
been paved. 
T h e b u rd en would not 
be 
very 
heavy on th e benefitted property, lf 
th e y paid for th e stree t intersections. 
T h e cost of th e stree t intersections in 
th e business d istric t 
in 
St. 
Cloud 
w ould be divided am ong 2 4 business 
blocks. 
In th e 
residence 
district, 
w here a ch eap er pavem ent could be 
used, It would be divided am ong 12 
residence lots. 
Once a street w as paved, th e prop­ 
erty ow ners would be exem pt from 
an y tax levy for p aving th e in te rsec­ 
tions In o th e r streets 
and the result 
in the end would be ab o u t th e same. 
U nder the p resent 
plan 
ult 
the 
p ro p erty in th e city is taxed for these 
intersections, and a g re a t po rtio n of 
th e p roperty receives no direct b ene­ 
fit. 
Even w hen a stree t is paved the 
property along th a t th o ro u g h fa re is 
taxed year a fte r y ear to help pay for 
oth er stree t intersections, when# the 
benefit is largely for th e property on 
th e streets th a t are paved. 
it would be m uch better to have 
each street tak e care of th e paving of 
th e intersections and then lie til rough 
w ith th e expense. 
T here would be no general tax for 
paving, and 
those 
not 
benefitted 
would not be held up year a fte r year. 
Let th e benefitted property pay th e 
bills of its own im provem ent. 
T hat is th e fair way, and th© way 
to b u rry along the paving. 
It would cost no more In th e long 
run. 
In fact It would be decided a d ­ 
v an ta g e to the business section of 
the city, w hich is taxed relatively 
h ig h e r th a n is the residence sections, 
and it is th e business streets w here 
th e dem and is most 
in sisten t, 
and 
w here th e benefit is also g rea test. 
That lr, th e common sense way, aud 
all It requires is for th e a u th o ritie s to 
adopt th e plan, cut out th e special 
tax levy, and ord er In th e paving 
asked for by a m a jority of th e prop­ 
erty ow ners on any street. 
it would give us paving w hile we 
are on ea rth to enjoy it. 
St. Cloud should It ad the way.

were obliged to w ork long hours, in 
u n s a n ita ry work shops, long h ours 
for sm all pay and often tim es they 
w ere trea ted more like b ru te s th a n 
h u m a n beings. 
T oday th e m echanic 
occupies th e position in life which 
he is ju stly en titled and he will co n ­ 
tin u e to do so as long as labor unions 
recognize and do not overstep Un­ 
h ap p y equilibrium th a t m ust exist 
betw een capital an d labor. 
If they 
le so rt to u n ju s t an d u n fa ir means. 
to violence aud riot, It will u ltim a te ­ 


ly m ean ru in to them an d th e ir o r­ 
g an iza tio n w ill be disru p ted . 
N ot only th e la b o rin g m an , the 
professional m an, business m en and 
fa rm e rs 
are jo in in g 
forces today. * 
B usiness is conducted 
on 
en tirely 
different lines th a n it w as y ea rs ago 
and th e m an w ho does n o t jo in forces 
a n d co-operate w ith his fellow men 
is not th e m an w hose b u siness spells 
success. 
E sp ecially h a s th e a d v a n ­ 
ta g e of co -o p eratio n m a n ifeste d itself 
am o n g th e farm ers. 
T oday we find 
f a r m e r s ’ 
clu b s o rg an iz ed 
in 
most 
every to w n sh ip and ev ery w h ere w 
I 
h e a r of co -o p erativ e elevators, cream 
cries, stores, to., an d we are told 
t h a t we will soon h av e farm ers co-op­ 
e ra tiv e la u n d ries.

Tile objects of the M innesota S tale J 
Automobile Association is, first, to 
encourage and ald the building of j 
good roads and second, to foster all j 
m ovem ents for the en actm en t of fair 
and equitable automobile and good 
roads legislation. 


F irst, the Good Roads M ovement: 
W hile we do not and cannot aa an 
organization claim all the credit for 
the Immense progress th at h as been 
made In the developm ent of o u r h ig h ­ 
ways, it is nevertheless tru e that tin­ 
w are of en th u siasm for good roads 
th a t Is sw eeping over th e co u n try ;

Be Loyal to Your Community. Build 
up a Live Hustling 
Town 


T he word loyalty means 
full 
of 
faith. 
The difference between 
the 
civilized man and a savage is not so 
m uch that the civilized man has sk y ­ 
scrapers, railroads, in te rurba ns, a u t o ­ 
mobiles and C hautauquas, 
and 
the 
savage has not, bu t th e difference is 
th a t the civilized man has faith in 
and is loyal to his fellow man, while 
the savage possesses neith e r one of 
these virtues. 
W ith o u t 
faith 
and 
loyalty, e v e ry ship would rot in its 
dock; every engine would rust in th e 
round house; and every m a rt of tra d e 
would grow up w ith grass and weeds 
Some hundred miles west of t h e city 
of Moscow there sta n d s a monument. 
On one side of this m o n u m e n t you 
may read 
these 
words: 
“ Napoleon 
Bonaparte passed this way w ith 90,- 
000 men.” 
On th e o th e r side you 
may read these words: 
“ Napoleon 
Bonaparte passed this w ay w ith 9,- 
000 men.” 
T h ro u g h a sp irit of loy­ 
alty to a grea t le ader 81,000 m en 
lay down th e ir lives upon t h e frozen 
fields of Russia. 
It is said th a t th* 
kin g of Rome, th e son of th e great 
emperor, w h en he lay d y in g am ong 
the hills of A ustria, in poverty ami 
rags, and deserted by all save om 
faith m u l serv a n t, th e 
only 
friend 
th a t he h a d left in th e world, turned 
to him and said. “ W he n I ani dead. I 
w a n t you to go back to Baris; I want 
you to w alk once more the dear old 
streets; I w an t you to gaze again up 
on t h e C h a m p Elyaees; I w ant you to 
say, O Baris, th e king of Rome died 
because he could not behold you.” 
T his is civic pride, this is love for 
one's city, and this is w hat I have 
come to talk to you ab out today. 
We have a woeful lack of civic 
pride and love in our towns and ci­ 
ties of this g reat central west. There 
are people living in this very town. 
who im agine t h a t tills is ab out the 
worst town in th e s t a le , and that ev­ 
ery o th e r town is a little b etter than 
this one. 
The f a r t h e r west you go, 
the more th e boosting spirit you find 
until you get to California, where it 
is at its height. 
Every man in Cali­ 
fornia is a booster. 
They didn't find 
much there to begin w-ith but sand 
and blue sky; but w-ith an everlast­ 
ing spirit of boosting they converted 
th e desert into a flower garden and 
beauty spot and people from all over 
th e world came to look nt it. 
When 
1 lectured in California last summ er, 
the people of every town would tell 
me th a t the ir town was the beat town 
in th e state, and tha t th e ir county 
was th e best and th e ir crop th e most 
ab u n d an t. 
And before I could write 
my nam e on th e register of the hotels 
the re would be a half dozen fellows 
sta nding nround try in g to sell me a 
town lot, a fruit farm or a ranch 
And every tow n had th e biggest of 
so meth in g in the world in it. At las! 
I reached a little town way up in the 
mountains, called Grace Valley, and I 
remarked to a friend: “ Here surely 
is a town th a t h a s n 't th e biggest of 
a n y t h in g In th e world in it.” 
But 
immediately a fte r my lecture, a great 
big fellow came r u s h in g down the 
aisle, grabbed me by the- shoulders, 
lifted me off the platform, shot rue 
into an automobile and said: “ Mr. 
P la tte n b u rg , I’m going to ta k e you 
over to show you our flag pole. W e ’ve 
got the tallest flag pole in California 
in this tow n.” 
Some years ago, H en ry Waterson 
visited California and 
every 
town 
was the best town and had th e best 
country nround it and raised th e best 
crop. They wined 
and 
dined 
and 
feasted him. 
When he got back to 
Louisville, some of his friends asked 
him w hat he th o u g h t of California 
Mr. Waterson replied. “ It is the most 
wonderful country on «arth. 
Why. 
out there in California, every bush 1h 
a tree; every strea m a raging river, 
and every man a dam n liar.” 
I like 
t h a t spirit. 
If you th in k that your 
tow n is the best town in th e state, 
and has the best country around it 
boost it. 
And if you don't believe It, 
boost it anyway. 
Maybe you can get 
somebody else to believe it, and you 
can sell out and go away. 
Th® t r o u ­ 
ble in so m any of our towns is that 
th e re are always a lot of fellows, who 
live in it to get all they can out of it, 
and when they have sucked it dry 
like an old lemon, they cast it aside 
and move to some city to get into so­ 
ciety. 
I wish th a t I could Impress upon 
th e minds of everyone here, t h a t ev­ 
ery successful m an and women in this 
town owes the c om m unity 
a 
debt. 
T here isn’t a farm er living within a 
radius of IO miles of this town that 
could pay th e debt he owes to this 
c om m unity by w riting a cheek in its 
favor for $500 and depositing it here 
this afternoon, 
For this com munity 
has made his land valuable, and the 
bigger the com munity, the more his 
land is worth, for population always 
increases land value. 
I saw land in 
Belgium sell for $700 an acre— no 
b etter th a n th e land which you have 
— b u t it was w orth $700 an acre be­ 
cause Belgium is the most densely 
populated c o u n try in Europe. There 
isn’t a m e rc h a n t in this town th at 
doesn’t owe th e co m m u n ity a debt. 
He may have th e best stock of goods 
in the state on his shelves; he may 
have the best salesm en behind his 
counters; but unless you came in and 
b ought his goods, he would go into 
bankruptcy. 
T h ere isn’t a la w ye r in 
this city th a t doesn’t owe a c o m m u n ­ 
ity debt. 
For, if you h a d n ’t fought 


w ith y o u r wife or q u a rre le d w ith 
your neighbor, he would h av e gone 
out of business long ago. 
T h e re isn ’t 
a doctor in this town t h a t doesn’t 
owe a c o m m u n ity debt. 
F o r d id n ’t 
he practice on you? 
Vet th is is the 
last deb t w-e ever w a n t to pay. Some­ 
body comes aro u n d and asks us for a 
donatio n for th e ch u rc h , th e library 
or t h e hospital, or even to buy a 
C h a u t a u q u a ticket, a n d you dodge 
down the alley an d c raw l u n d e r the 
bid until he is gone. 
I live in the 
little city of Vin to n. Iowa, th e biggest 
town in t h e world for its size. Some 
years ago, we b u ilt 
a 
new 
court 
house, c o sting about $150,000. 
We 
w an ted to c e le b ra te in a fitting m a n ­ 
ner. 
I w as on t h e finance com mit­ 
tee to raise th e money. 
I remember 
g oing in to t h e office of a man who 
h ad m a d e $800,000 in t h a t com m un­ 
ity. 
He h a d made every dollar of it 
there, for he boasted of the fact that 
he cam e to Vinton without a dollar. 
W h e n we asked bim for a donation. 
he put on a long face and began to 
w hine and complain 
and 
grum bh 
ab o u t being all tile time bothered 
w ith solicitors. 
At last be reluct 
a n t ly reached down in his vest pocket 
and pulled out a measly five dollar 
hill and tossed It across th e table af 
us, just as though we were a couple 
of 
blind 
beggars. 
I 
pushed 
the 
money back to him and said, "Keep 
It, b ro th e r ; you need it worse than 
we do.” 
I w an t to tell you a story 
and I want you to apply it as you see 
fit. 
And I am not going to apologize 
for this story for I heard Dr. John 
Wesley HIH of New York, tell it. 
Some years ago, a rich man of New 
York died and went to heaven 
that 
Is, he went as far uh tile gat* s. 
St. 
Beter looked bim over and said, “ Well 
who are you and what do you w a n t ? ” 
The fellow replied, ‘‘Bm a rich man 
from New York and I w ant to get into 
heaven.” 
St. Beter asked, 
" W h a t 
did you ever do for your fellow men 
while you lived down th e r e ? ” 
The 
fellow tho u g h t a mom ent and said, 
“One night while I was walking on 
Broadway, I mat a poor, half starved 
chap who said he h a d n ’t had a n y ­ 
thing to eat for 24 hours and was a w ­ 
fully h ungry. 
I gave him a dime to 
buy a san d w ich .” 
St. Beter turned 
to th** head book-keeper and asked.

askeel St. B**te*r. 
“ Yes,” replied the 
bookkeeper; “ here It is, five cents to 
\ poor 
w o m an .” 
“ A n ything 
else* 
there* to bis c r e d it? ” 
“ No." sale] the* 
bookkeeper, “ that is all.” 
“ J u s t IS 
cents to bls credit.” 
"W ell,” said 
St. Peter, “ just give* bim back bls lf* 
even ta and t**lI ‘nim to go to he*ll.” We* 
need, my friends, to In ar dow n upon 
our I n a r t s anet mind*! th** fact that 
v c owe o u r com m u n ity something. 
Way iiack In the early d a w n elf h u ­ 
man history, a man with th e blood elf 
bis own brot lier upon Ilia bands, cried 
‘Ani I my b ro th e r's k ee p e r ? ” 
A n i 
th** enli st Ion 
bus been answ ered a 
thousand 
yea, t**n th ousand, times

th** 
affirmative. 
We 
are 
our 
brothe r ’s keeper and we owe th e com ­ 
munity in which we* live*, a debt. 
It 
is because* of a lae*k of this c o m m u n i­ 
ty interest and a failure* to pay our 
com m unity debt that so m an y of our 
owns and villages are* elying of clry 
rot. 
Mr. Ja m es It. Moorhead, secre- 
ary of the* National Fede-ratlon of 
Re tail Merchants, teils 
us 
th at 
in 
iglu leadin g states in this union. 
«*lie re* we*re* 6,785 towns that lost In 
population from I DUO to 1910. T h ink 
if it 
at a time when o u r nation Is 
loubllng in population every thirty 
year* and in a most prosperous period 
if the w orld’s history. 
A nother reason for the* Joss in pop 
ulatlon in so many of o u r smaller 
cities and towns is the* call to a far 
country, th a t we all get soone*r or 
late r. 
Very few of you be re* th is a f ­ 
ternoon. were born

tha n to lnvc*st in a house and lot or a 
farm right here at home. 
I live in 
one of the riehe-st towns in Iowa. Sev­ 
eral years ago, a com pany organized 
a $390,000 concern 
to sell 
Florida 
sw am p land, and our hard-headed 
Iowa farm ers 
invested. 
The 
only 
th in g they have ever raised Is alii 
gators, and it will be th e only th ing 
they ever 
will raise. 
Recently, a 
sm ooth-to ngued salesman sold $100, 
OOO worth of stock in o u r town to 
buy a b a n a n a farm in Central Am eri­ 
ca. 
And th e only th in g they will 
ever raise down there will be about 
two revolutions a year. 
Then the call to the far country 
when it comes to buying.

For some* 
reason or other, we bad r a t h e r buy 
of a stranger t h a n of a friend.

Roebuck company 
made more money than he knew what 
to do w ith ; retired from the firm; 
built him a beautiful 
mansio n 
on 
Lake M ichigan; died last year worth 
twenty-six millions of dollars. M ont­ 
gomery W ard died the richest m an in 
the s ta te of Illinois. 
Ju liu s Rosen- 
wall, now president of the Sears-Roe­ 
buck Co., paid last year an income 
tax on a million three hun d red and 
en th o u sa n d dollars, the biggest i n ­ 
come tax of an y man in the city of 
Chicago, th** second richest city in 
the Nation. T h u s we take o u r money 
i rom o u r friend and neighbor and 
from o u r to wn, and dum p it in to Chi­ 
cago to build up a new class of mll- 
ionaires- to build 
m arble 
palaces 
and gilded yachts and to m a rry the ir 
d a u g h t e rs to dukes and dukelets and 
counts and no counts of Europe. 
You have read Hugo’s wonderful 
story, th e Toilers of th** Sea, will re­ 
mem ber how Giliiatt, th** hero of the 
d ory, in a t te m p t i n g to take t h e m a ­ 
chinery from th e vessel wrecked be­ 
tween t h e rocks, at last ran o ut of 
food an d in o rder to subsist, climbed 
down the rocks into a dark cavern to 
hunt for shell-fish. 
On** day while 
h u n t i n g for food, waist deep in water, 
h«* felt a very Blimp serpent around 
his body. 
T h en a second, 
a 
third, 
fourth an d fifth, a sixth, a se venth 
on** 
Ills legs were tied to g e th e r— 
one a r m to his Bide 
one han d was 
free In w hich he held a knife. 
He 
knew t h a t he was In th** g rasp of a

,v,o r e s ta u ra n ts , a nice I it 11** hotel, a 
school house with 
seven 
teachers,

iving in th e town. 
Last winter. I 
visited th e same town. 
I never such 
1 c h a n g e in my life. 
One-half the 
it ore buildings were empty. 
Instead 
if h av in g th ree general merchandise 
stores, they had only one 
a dinky 
stock of four or five th o u sa n d dollars. 
nu* hotel was closed down. Instead 
of h a v i n g seven school teachers, they 
had only two, and th e re w asn 't a 
p reach er left In the town. 
If there 
is a n y t h i n g t h a t will sta rv e a preach- 
r to death, it is Sears Ac. Roebuck. If 
th e re is a p re a c h er in tilts audience 
l ti in afte rnoon, I w ant Iii in to stand 
up an d tell us how m an y overcoats 
d eals A: Roebuck ever gave h im for 
Whi lst mas. how much J u li u s Rosen- 
wall c o n trib u te d to th e building of 
the ch u rc h , th e library, th e hospital; 
how m u c h t a x i s did he pay to build 
Hie court house an d to im prove the 
roads. 
Not on* cent, and he never 
will. 
And yet we prefer to buy of a 
s t r a n g e r r a t h e r th a n a friend. 
The 
next m o rn in g , I went dow n to the 
cashier of th e hank In this little town 
and asked h im w hat was tile m atter. 
He replied: “ B latten h u rg , th e mall 
order people have p retty nearly put 
is out of business.” 
Sit dow n and 
i ll tell you th e sto ry .” 
About six 
or seven years ago, 
a rich 
widow 
woman living about a mile and a half 
from town, whoa** tw o sons worked 
.he fa rm for her an d w ho was happy 
and prosperous an d co ntented, re­ 
ceived a catalogue fro m a mall order 
house in Chicago. 
In it she read how 
the local m e rc h a n t had been robbing 
her, an d how m uch b e t te r she could 
do in Chicago th a n at home. 
She 
sent an ord e r to the mall o rder house 
m d in a few days th e goods came 
and she was very much satisfied with 
them. 
T h e day a fter th ey came, the 
Methodist Ald Society of th e com ­ 
m u n it y met w ith h e r an d in the 
course of th e conversation, she told 
th e m of th e w onderful ord er of goods 
she had ju s t received from Chicago. 
She b ro u g h t th e goods in to display 
I hem and th e good ladies of th e Aid 
society tasted th e tea an d th e sugar, 
coffee an d prunes, tried on th e hat. 
th e s h ir tw a i s t and th e petticoat and 
declared th e m ail good a n d said we 
believe t h a t w e’ll send to Chicago for 
o ur goods. 
They did so. 
It became 
a fad in th is co m m u n ity an d the 
result is one-half th e store buildings 
are empty. 
They hav e tw o school 
teachers instead of seven an d not a 
p reach er liv ing in the town. 
And 
my cashier friend said: "B la t te n h u r g . 
we have the best farm la nd in Iowa 
around o ur tow n and yet it Is worth 
from ten to fifteen dollars an acre 
less around the town, tw elve miles to 
the west of us. 
Last y e a r," he con­ 
tinued, “ t h a t same w om an came into 
this han k an d said she w a n te d to 
ta lk w ith me. 
I in vited h e r back 
in to th e d ire c to r’s room. 
She sat 
down an d buried h er h ea d in her 
han d s and began to sob as th o u g h 
h er h eart would break. 
I asked her 
w h at was th e m a t t e r an d she replied: 
“ My h e a r t is broken. 
Last 
year, 


J ohn left me and went to St. Louis 
and last n ight, H enry left for C h ica ­ 
go. 
He was tired of fa r m in g and I 
tried to persuade h im to buy th e cor- I 
n er d ru g store here in town, but he 
said th is town was dead and a man 
co u ld n ’t m ake an honest living in it.’ | 
The cashier replied: “ Madam, you are 
partly responsible. 
You 
helped to 
m ake the co rn e r d r u g store unprofit­ 
able; you destroyed th e only oppor­ 
t u n it y for your boy at home and forc­ 
ed him to the g r e a t city.’’ 
My friends, you know as well as I 
know, t h a t It is m ig h ty hard to keep 
our boys and girls on th e farm. 
I 
know a m an In Iowa t h a t ow ns a 
beautiful farm w ith 
a 
twenty-five 
thousand dollar farm house, lit w ith 
electricity, heated w ith steam, hath 
room on both floors, and an a u t o m o ­ 
bile at th e door, and yet he c a n ’t 
keep his boys and girls on the farm. 
I’ll tell you how to drive every boy 
and girl off of every farm in the 
S ta te of Minnesota, kill all our towns 
so th e re w o n ’t he a town from M inne­ 
apolis to N o rt h D akota-- no social, no 
moral, no religious, no political cen­ 
ters 
b ut one long sweep of farms 
and y o u ’ll drive every boy and every 
girl off every farm in the S tate of 
Minnesota. 
The way it Is now, a few 
are willing to stay on the farm, for 
a f te r th e d a y ’s work la over, th ey can 
get in the automobile, 
drive 
into 
own, a t te n d the m oving picture show 
the 
c h u r c h 
festival, 
the 
lyceum 
course of c h a u ta u q u a , and they go 
home satisfied. 
B u t kill all these 
to w ns so t h a t th e train will whistle 
at th e w a te r t a n k an d stop on W ed­ 
nesdays for milk, and y o u ’li drive 
every boy and every girl off every 
fa rm in th e state. 
B u t you say, Mr. B lattenhurg, thlB 
Is an economic question. W e can buy 
ch e a p e r in Chicago th a n we can at 
home. 
I d o n ’t believe it. 
Not 
lf 
your m e rc h a n ts art* of the rig h t kind. 
I know you w an t to be fair and loyal 
to y o u r hom e t o w n — alth o u g h we are 
often u n f a ir and 
disloyal 
w ith o u t 
th in k in g . 
I know of a good fellow 
In m y county who sent an order for 
groceries to a mail order house, and 
then w ent to his local grocer and 
borrowed a ten dollar bill to pay th e 
freig ht. 
Let us give our local man 
at least a first chance. 
W h e n you 
m ak e out your next order, put th e 
price a fte r each article, foot it up, 
add th e freig h t or express, ta ke into 
consideration th e q u ality of th e goods 
go to y o u r local m e rc h an t, lay it on 
his counter, and ask h im lf he can 
duplicate it for the same price. 
And 
I ve got a ten dollar bill to w ager 
t h a t he will do it. 
But suppose you 
could buy goods even ten per cent 
c h e a p e r aw a y from home th a n at 
home, do you th in g It would pay you? 
The ave rage family spend about five 
h u n d red dollars a year for supplies. 
A sav in g of ten per cent would mean 
fifty dollars a year. 
In tw en ty years, 
you would have a th o u san d dollars. 
But In th e m eantim e, lf everybody 
does as you do, o u r to w ns would all 
be dead; o u r farm s would be out one- 
half In value and how much would 
your th o u sa n d dollars be w orth In 
com parison to t h a t ? 
On th e o th e r 
hand, be loyal to your com m unity, 
build up a good, live, h ustling town, 
and double th** value of your pro p er­ 
ty, 
A fter all, Is cheapness ail we ar** 
looking for? 
lf It is, I can tell you 
several ways by w hich you can buy 
goods a g r e a t deal ch eap er t h a n you 
are b u y in g th e m now. 
T e a r down 
the tariff wall and have absolute free 
trad e so t h a t th e 
C h in a m a n , 
who 
works for ten cents a day, lives on 
rats an d rice and b ir d ’s nests, and 
the Italian, t h a t works for fifteen 
c e n ti a day, and lives on sp a ghetti, 
and th e B o h u n k t h a t works for t w e n ­ 
ty-five cents a day and lives on gool- 
asli and the D u tc h m a n t h a t gets fifty 
cents a day and lives on s a u e r k r a u t 
and lim berger cheese, can d u m p th e ir 
cheap made goods of E urope and 
Asia upon th e American co ntinent 
and you will buy goods cheaper. 
Or 
here is still a n o t h e r way 
repeal all 
the child labor laws, so th a t th e little 
girls an d little boys ten, twelve and 
fourteen years of age, can he put into 
sweat shops and Illy v entila ted fa c t­ 
ories. 
Let tile sweat shop m a g n a te s 
sw eat out of th e ir little bodies dollars 
and cents to put in th e ir coffers, and 
you can buy goods cheaper. 
For a 
little boy or a little girl can m ake 
m any articles ch e a p e r th a n a m an or 
woman. 
I have still a n o t h e r plan. 
Th ere are fo u r h u n d re d mil I Ion cool­ 
ies in C h in a an d O. K. Davis, w ho is 
over th e re now, w rites t h a t every one 
of th e m every n i g h t he goys to bed, 
d ream s of com ing some day to A m ­ 
erica. 
Repeal 
o u r Oriental 
policy 
th a t 
s h u t s 
th e m 
o u t— th ro w 
th e 
Golden G ate wide open and invite 
th e m all to come In. 
F o r th ey will 
w ork for ten or fifteen cent* a day 
.nd you can buy goods cheaper. 
But, 
you say, we c a n 't afford to do any of 
these things. 
If w e tore dow n th e 
tariff walls, we would s h u t up our 
facto ries an d b ring a bout a panic. If 
we m ade o u r little children work, we 


would break th e backbone of f u tu re 
generations. 
If we let in th e C h i n a ­ 
men, we w'ould sta rve the American 
laborer to death. N e ith er my friends, 
can we afford to kill our town, our 
own school and church, simply be­ 
cause we can buy goods a few cents 
cheaper in Chicago th a n we can at 
home.
